CONSTANT LEVEL WATER-BATH, 


A CORRESPONDENT of La Nature writes that he prefers 
the form of water-bath shown in the cut. This 
does not differ essentially from other constant level water- 
baths, except that the tube A is used for admitting fresh 
water by connecting it with the water conduit. B serves 
as an overflow, and two tubes ¢ and ¢’ are used for estab- 
lishing communication with the water-bath proper. 

[Note by Ed. Am. Drugg.—Both in the forms of con- 
stant level water-baths usually sold by dealers, and in 
that here illustrated, thereis this disadvantage, that they 
can never be set flat upon a table, as the lateral attach- 
ment always projects more or less beyond the level of 
the bottom of the bath. It usually has to be set at the 
edge of the table, so as to let the attachment project over 
the side. Sometimes it is also quite inconvenient to 
place a bath ofthis kind squarely over a gas stove, be- 
cause the projection is often so close to the body of the 
bath, that the centre of the latter cannot be brought over

It consists of a wide glass tube G, formin g the drying 
oven proper, and a copper box HH, the glass tube passing 
through a centrally placed copper tube. (The figure rep- 
resents a cross section through the centre). The copper 
box is charged with a suitable quantity of some liquid, 
the boiling point of which corresponds to the temperature 
at which it is desired todry the substance. Atw,agauge 
is attached by which the level of the liquid in the box 
may be recognized. At e, there is an orifice in the upper 
part of the box, which is to be connected with an upright 
condenser, so as to cause the return of the vapors of the 


‘liquid. When the apparatus is to be used, and the tem- 


perature of say 100°C. is required, water is poured in 
the box and heat applied. The glass tube G (which may 
have any desired bore, but which is described by the 
author as being usually chosen of a diameter of 50 
millimeters, or about two inches, is pushed through the 
central tube of the box, and to its near end g, the glass 
vessel S hermetically attached. This vessel contains con- 
centrated sulphuric acid. The vessels containing the 
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substances to be dried having then been inserted in the 
glass tube, it is closed by a hermetically fitting glass cap 
d, to which a three-way stop-cock and barometer is at- 
tached. The stop-cock is then connected with the air 
pumpand the air exhausted. It will then usually require 
only about two hours to dry the substances completely. 
Care must be taken, when admitting air, to do this gradu- 
ally. The sulphuric acid vessel is purposely placed at the 
opposite end of the apparatus, because the interior still 
contains minute traces of aqueous vapor even at the low 
pressure existing within the apparatus, and this minute 
quantity is afterwards driven over to the sulphuric acid 
by the inflowing air. Of course, the latter should be free 
from moisture.—After Rep. f. anal Chem., No. 34. 


Note on Scuteliaria, its Constituents and Preparations.* 
BY HENRY A. HOWARD. 


THE author, following the usual plan laid down for the 
analysis of plants, found the officinal Scutellaria lateri- 
flora, or scull cap, to yield the following constituents: 

1. To petroleum ether, boiling at or below 45° C.: Wax, 
chlorophyll, volatile oil. 

2. To ether: chlorophyll. 

3. To absolute alcohol: tannin, resin. 

4. To water: extractive matter, gum, glucose, an acrid 
volatile principle. 

As the officinal fluid extract of Scutellaria was observed 
always producing a precipitate on standing, it was first 
desirable to know whether this precipitate contained any 
of the active constituents or not. Accordingly, a portion 
of the fluid extract was placed in a freezing mixture of 
ice and salt for several hours. The moist precipitate 
formed under these circumstances was reed 4 to have a 
very acrid and biting taste. When dried on a water-bath, 
the acrid taste disappears, showing that the acrid prin- 
ciple is volatile. It appears, therefore, that the fluid ex- 
tract should be made with a different menstruum. The 
author recommends one consisting of

The Precipitate in Fluid Extract of Podophyllum.* 
BY HERMAN HEINRITZ, 


Mr. Hernrirz gives the results of an examination of the 
recipitate usually found in Fluid Extract of Podophyl- 
um, from which we select the following data: 

The main object being to examine the precipitate for 
‘resin of podophyllum,” the following method was ad- 
opted, upon the advice of Prof. J. U. Lloyd. The precipi- 
tate was mixed with 5 times its volume of cold water, the 
mixture weli stirred, set aside one hour, then filtered 
and the residue on the paper dried in a cool place and 
weighed. It was then treated with cold alcohol so as to 
dissolve all that was possible, the alcoholic solution evap- 
orated to a thin syrup and this poured into 10 times its 
volume of cold water. The precipitate was collected and 
dried in a cool place. This is ‘‘ resin of podophyllum ” of 
a light-brown (not yellow) color, almost entirely soluble 
in dilute ammonia, soluble in alcohol, and to a lange ex- 
tent (75-95%) soluble in ether. 

The root of podophyllum is known to yield between 
1.08 and 5 per cent of this resin. 

The fluid extracts which the author examined were 
found to contain between 1.9 and 3.85 per cent of the resin. 

The precipitate in the fluid extracts turned out to con- 
tain between 1.53 and 10 per cent of its own weight. Be- 
sides, it contained, in one sample, 0.75% podophyllotoxin, 
0.66% podophyllic acid, 0.306% of gum, and some gallic acid, 
albumen, fat and oil, no tannin, and a little picropodo- 


— 

he phodophyllotoxin, etc., was determined in the follow- 
ing manner (after Pod wissotzki). Six grammes of the pre- 
a were macerated during six days in chloroform, 
which acquired a light brownish color. This was evapo- 
rated to a syrupy condition and poured into stronger ether, 
whereby a whitish-gray precipitate was produced which 
corresponds to Podwissotzki’s podophyllic acid. The 
ethereal solution was filtered into 10 times its bulk of petro- 





* Abstract of a thesis presented to the Mass, College of Pharmacy, 1887, 
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leum ether, whereby podophyllotoxin should be precipi- 
tated. The substance thus obtained by the author was 
yellowish-white. It was tested by being dissolved in 
chloroform, mixing the solution with petroleum ether 
and warming. It then separated in flocks. Tincture o 
chloride of iron should not color it green in alcoholic so- 
lution. The author’s sample, however, assumed this tint. 
Yet it was completely soluble in ammonia; on adding 
ammonia in excess, then ether, andallowing the ether to 
evaporate, picropodophyllin crystals were deposited. 


Animal Tannin. 
_ THE corn weevil (Calandra granaria), a coleopterous 
insect of about three millimeters in length and of a 
maroon-brown color, had already in 1810 been found, by 
Penunt, of Lyon, to contain gallic acid. M. Villon has 
recently examined the insect again—in the course of a 
systematic search after animal tannins—and found that 
the insect contains pure tannin to the extent of about 
three per cent of its own weight.—Bull. de la Soc. des 
Eléves de M. Fremy, and Chem. News. 

[The mere grinding up of a lot of insects, and the dis- 
covery of tannin in the a, does not prove that the 
tannin is a natural product of the animal organism. It 
would be wv to prove that no form of tannin has 
been —— by the insects from other sources. 
—Ep. Am. Druaa.] 


Notes on Coated Pills. 


Mr. EvGen DIETERICH makes the following remarks 
on coated pills as an introduction to the chapter on pills 
in his ‘‘ Neues Pharmaceutisches Manual” : 


Gelatin-coated Pills.—The coating with gelatin is ac- 
complished most ey in the following manner : In- 
treduce 100 dry pills into a rather large warm capsule, 
containing 2.5 Gm, (ab. 38 grains) of a warm 10-per-cent 
solution of gelatin, roll them about in this as brief a time 
as possible, but so that the mass is uniformly distributed 
over them, and then transfer them to a flat plate of 
tinned iron, rubbed over with a few drops of oil, taking 
care that the pills do not touch each other. Allow them 
to dry during a few hours by exposure to the ordinary 
temperature, and then repeat the manipulation. [This is 
one way to coat pills; but, as our readers are aware, there 
are various other ways, and some of the latter much more 
expeditious than the above.] 


Cacao-Coated Pills.—Introduce 1 Gm. of melted butter 
of cacao into a uniformly warmed, rather large capsule, 
and roll 100 dried pills in it until they are uniformly 
coated. They are then transferred to a cool place, and 
when they are dry, the process is repeated. The capsule 
should be as ee as possible, so that the pills may be 
rolled about quickly and in large circles. The hardening 
of the coating is recognized from the fact that the pills, 
which at first cohered together, separate from each other.

One hundred dry pills are put in a large porcelain ae 
sule, 5Gm. (75 grains) of the preceding solution are added, 
and the pills rotated as rapidly as possible until they sepa- 
rate from each other. ey are then dried for half an 
hour by exposure to air, and the operation then repeated. 
It is a great mistake to make the resinous solution con- 
tain more resin than that above named because it will 
thereby acquire too much adhesiveness, while with a more 
dilute solution the pills.will come finished from the cap- 
sule. It is, however, necessary to repeat the operation. 

Collodion-coated Pills,—These are prepared in the same 
manner as the preceding. The collodium must be diluted 
with twice its volume of ether, and the operation of coat- 
ing repeated. 


Sugar-coated Pills,—Large quantities must be coated by 
soluble machinery. Small quantities may be coated in 
the following manner. Put 100 dry pills into a large wf 
sule, add 1 Gm. (ab. 16 grains) of a mixture of equal weight - 
of mucilage and water and roll them about so as to moisten 
them. en gradually add portions of a mixture of

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‘A STILL FOR ETHEREAL OILS. 


‘\ MUERRLE is the designer of the still here illustrated. 
\Ae A copper boiler, A, provided with water gauge, 
is placed in the round, iron stove O. Thesteam generated 
in A passes through the tube H into the cylindrical vessel 
B, which is filled with the vegetable material from which 
the essential oil is to be extracted, and the steam saturated 
with the oil passes over through b into the condenser. 
The condensed liquid collects in the receiver B, where the 
essential oil (if lighter than water, as is usually the case) 
will float on the surface, while the water will form alayer 
below. When the receiver becomes full, the excess of 
saturated water flows over into the funnel, and passes 
back in the still. After the distillation is completed, the 
vessel B, together with its connecting tube 6, is un- 
clamped and may be lifted off by means of the on | 
Kaaa. The perforated bottom plate ss is then removed, 
the vessel emptied, and freshly charged. During the 
emptyin g and filling, the vessel is turned upside down. 
In order to make it stand steady in this position, three 
iron legs: ff, are affixed to it. If two such cylindérs are 
at disposal, one of them may be emptied and filled while 
the other one is connected with the still, and its contents 
exhausted by steam.—Pharm. Zeit. 


Specific Gravities of Watery Solutions of Glycerin. 


W. W. J. NICOLS reportsin the Pharmaceutical Journal 
the following results of careful experiments to establish 
the specific gravities of various percentages of glycerin 
with water. The solutions were made in weighed stop- 
pered bottles, a portion of glycerin being introduced and 
weighed. The requisite weight of water, calculated for 
required percentage, was then added by weight and the 
whole mixed; the weighings were all made to the nearest 
half milligramme. The error in composition varied from 
+.0001, z. e., 0.01 per cent for the 10 per cent solution, 
to +.00005, 7. e., 0.005 per cent for the 50 per cent solution. 

The specific gravities were determined in Sprengel 
tubes at a temperature of 20° C. ina constant temperature 
bath; the temperature never varied more than 0.05° C., 
and the error in density was less than +0.00002 per cent. 
The specific gravities are therefore reliable to the fourth 
decimal place at least.

Iodine in Candles. 


THE idea of utilizing the combustion of illuminating 
agents as a means of diffusing medicated vapor is not a 
new one, for at least a dozen years ago (Pharm. Jour. (3), 
iv., 660), if not before, candles containing benzoin and 
borax were introduced as a remedy for bronchial irrita- 
tion and spasmodic asthma. Messrs. Casson and Brownen 
now propose (Med. Press and Cir., Oct. 5th, p. 319) to use 
candles containing iodine and salicylic acid for the pur- 
pose of diffusing disinfectant and deodorant vapors in 
sick-chambers. They state that iodine combined with 
salicylic acid can be readily and permanently incorpo- 
rated with fats, paraffin, or wax, and that when candles 
made from such materials are burnt, they evolve iodine 
and phenol in a vaporous form. The phenol is derived 
from the decomposition of the salicylic acid, and its pres- 
ence can be demonstrated by the formation of trinitro- 
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ee or picric acid, upon passing the products of com- 
yustion through nitric acid. Its relative proportion, 
however, depends upon the tate of combustion, as, if this 
goes on too rapidly and completely, the decomposition is 
more thorough and no phenol is evolved. The iodine is 
simply volatilized, and its presence in the products of 
combustion can be detected by its action upon starch 
mucilage. Itis stated that a faint odor of iodine becomes 
perceptible when these candles have been burnt in quan- 
tity in a close atmosphere. But the vapor has not been 
found objectionable, and it has even been productive of 
relief to patients suffering from asthma, spasmodic cough, 
and hay fever; on the other hand, it is reported to act 
powerfully as a deodorant, speedily removing the smell 
of the fumes of tobacco or valgheantied hydrogen.— 
Pharm. Journ. 


Decolorizing Agents. 


Mr. ROMAN ZALOZIECKI, of Lemberg, has published, in 
Dingler’s Polyt. Journ., vol. 265, the results of extensive 
experiments made with a view to ascertain the mate- 
rials and conditions most suitable to economically de- 
colorize such substances as ozokerite. He finds that the 
following quantities of media are required to bleach 100 
parts of this substance:

It remains to be ascertained whether these agents 
possess an — decolorizing — towards aqueous or 
alcoholic solutions. If so, they will become useful in 
many chemical and pharmaceutical processes. Among 
the native silicates of magnesia, one of the best known is 
talc, or steatite. A variety of this, much used by paper 
manufacturers as a filling, is agalite. This contains: 
silica, 62.077; alumina, 0.313; ferrous oxide, 0.104; magne- 
sia, 33.126; water, etc., 4.380 per cent. 

Kaolin, which is a natural silicate of aluminium, pos- 
sesses a very feeble decolorizing power, as may be seen 
from the above-given table. In the case of this compound, 
the author appears to prefer the artificial salt. In fact, 
most of his experiments were made with artificially 
prepared silicates, obtained by double decomposition be- 
tween solution of silicate of sodium and suitable salts of 
magnesium, aluminium, etc., the precipitate being after- 
wards washed and dried.

Preparation of Peroxide of Hydrogen.—A new process 
for preparing peroxide of hydrogen has been patented in 
Germany by Siegfried Lustig, of Breslau. It is briefly as 
follows: 

Zinc amalgam is shaken with alcoholic solution of sul- 
phuric acid and air. The mercury and the sulphate of 
zine which is formed, and is precipitated in the alcoholic 
liquid, is removed by filtration, and the liquid concen- 
trated in vacuo. It then represents an alcoholic solution 
of peroxide of hydrogen. 

This year’s crop has been estimated all 
the way between 5,000,000 and 3,100,000 kilos, the latter 
figure being considered by Sch. & Co. as being far too 
low. Messrs. Schimmel & Co. alone work up daily 7,000 
a of aniseed for oil, and there a number of other dis- 
tillers. 

Anethol is obtained, without any previous rectification 
or fractionation, by means of cold. The injurious effects 
of heat upon essential oils are well known, even when 
steam is used, in which case the oils pass over far below 
their boiling points; this cannot be avoided. Every recti- 
fication of an essential oil is accompanied by more or less 
resinification. Anethol, as obtained by mere cold, repre- 
sents the pure aroma of anise, and is free from the dis- 
agreeable after-taste which is inherent in every oil of 
anise, no matter from what source it is obtained. 

Oil of Camphor.—In the course of their manufacture 
of saffrol, etc., Sch. & Co. work up very large quantities 
of Japanese camphor oil, from which they obtain several 
by-products, constituting the largest bulk of the original 
substance. The light camphor oil (sp. gr. 0.900, boiling at 
175° C), which is gradually being introduced as a aubsti- 
tute for benzin, etc., in printing offices, varnish-works, 


etc., has been noticed by usin former abstracts. Sch. & 
Co. have now put on the market a heavy camphor oil, sp. 
gr. 0.960-0.970, boiling at 240°-270° C. This hasa greenish 


color, is viscid and may be found serviceable for many 
purposes after trial. 

Oil of Caraway and Carvol.—Sch. & Co. warn against 
inferior qualities which are offered in the market, and 
recommend that suspected lots be examined for alcohol. 
This is particularly necessary in the case of carvol. 

Oil of Cananga (Y lang), Java.—Many inquiries having 
been made for a cheap oil of ylang for perfuming soaps, 
Messrs. Sch. & Co. have introduced the t Indian oil of 
cananga. Cananga odorata is the same plant which yields 
the oil of ylang in the Philippine islands. But the odor of 
oil, as prepared from the Javanese plant, is far inferior to 
that obtained by distillation in Manilla. It isnot known as 
yet whether the Javanese flowers are less odorous, or 
whether the aroma isinjured by improper manipulation. 

Oil of Clove Stems—is sometimes demanded entirel 
colorless. Sch. & Co. state that they can furnish it in this 
state at an advance of 4 mark per kilo over the price of 
the ordinary oil. 

Oil of Cognac.—Sch. & Co. state that their artificial oil 
of cognac is finding much employment, owing to its 
fruity odor, in transparent soaps, particularly in combina- 
tion with oil of lavender, oil of cassia, and balsam of Peru. 

Oil of Eucalyptus and Eucalyptol.—Sch. & Co. state 
that Algiers alone—not to mention other countries—is 
fully able to supply the market with all the oil of eucalyp- 
tus demanded. Very large quantities of this oil (from 
Eucalyptus globulus) are produced there, and the supply is 
practically unlimited. Sch. & Co. have sold several 
thousand kilos of this oil, and a like quantity of Eucalyp- 
tus globulus oil derived from California where it is ob- 
tained as a by-product in the manufacture of a boiler 
scale remedy. 

Mr. Lascelles-Scott some time ago maintained, in con- 
tradiction to Sch. & Co., that Australia furnishes eleven- 
twelfths of the genuine eucalyptus oil consumed in 
Europe. Messrs. Schimmel & Co. had published the state- 
ment that the Australian oil of Eucalyptus amygdalina 
contained no eucalyptol at all. This is declared ‘“ dis- 
tinctly erroneous” by Mr. Lascelles-Scott, who stated that 
he had always found eucalyptol in this oil; in fact, that it 
contained } more of it than the Californian, and 4 more 
than the African, both of which are derived from 
nee ny globulus. Messrs. Schimmel & Co. thereupon 
thought it necessary at first to define exactly what they 
understood under eucalyptol. Accordingly they say: 

‘*Kucalyptol corresponds to the formula Cul, is a 
homogeneous body, boiling at 176-177° C., has sp. gr. 
0.930 at 15° C., and is obtained on a manufacturing scale 
by the See of Wallach (Liebig’s ‘‘ Annalen,” 225, 297). 
Every doubt as to the individuality of this eucalyptol as 
a pure substance is excluded, since it is obtained in our 
laboratories even in form of crystals melting at — 1° C 
. . . We must adhere to our former statement that the 
Australian oil of Eucalyptus amygdalina, as we obtain it 
through Mr. Bosisto’s agents, does not yield any eucalyp- 
tol by Wallach’s process, and hence does not contain any. 
It contains, however, about 50¢ of a fraction boiling at 
176-177° C.; but this has a sp. gr. of only 0.886 at 15° C., 
and hence is no eucalyptol, but consists of a mixture of a 
terpene C:oHie (eucalyptene), and small quantities of 
cymol. On the other hand, both the African and the 
Californian oil of Eucalyptus globulus yield about 604 
of true ey oe of the spec. grav. 0.930, and boiling at 
176-177° C. However, if the umpireship of a disinterested 
authority should be required to give a final decision, we 
are prepared to send an original can of the oilof E. amyg- 
dalina to Prof. Fliickiger in Strassburg for examination 
and report.” 





* From the October Report of Schimmel & Co., of Leipzig. 
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Messrs. Schimmel & Co. now take decided issue with 
Mr. Lascelles-Scott, who appears to claim a more inti- 
mate acquaintance with the nature and chemistry of eu- 
calyptol than any other authority, inasmuch as he says 
that neither the English chemists nor those on the conti- 
nent of Europe know exactly what eucalyptol is, etc. 
Proofs of this assertion have not yet been furnished by 
him. In contradiction, Messrs. Sch. & Co. state that the 
eucalyptol which he (Mr. Lascelles-Scott) claims to have 
obtained, in the period of fifteen years, from the oil of 
E. amygdalina, contains no oxygen or only traces of it; in 
fact, that it is composed of 88-89% carbon and 11-12% 
hydrogen. Chemically pure eucalyptol (Sch. & Co. 
yields 78% carbon and 12% hydrogen. 

Oil of Lavender.—Mitcham oil of Lavender has never 
become a special favorite on the continent inEurope. No 
doubt this is owing to the fact that excellent oil of laven- 
der may be obtained which is of equally good aroma or 
grade, and much cheaper. Sch. & Co. again draw atten- 
tion to the well-known fact that oil of lavender improves 
after being stored one or two years, provided it is kept 
from contact with light or heat, ‘‘the two greatest ene- 
mies of all essential oils.” 

Oils of Lemon and Orange.—The report contains a sta- 
tistical table of the export of these oils during the year 
1886.

Oil of Limette.—The freshly-pressed oil of Montserrat 
limes has become a staple article of perfumery. Only 
the fresh oil possesses the full, rich bouquet of the fruit, 
and it is therefore necessary to dispose of stock promptly. 
Good oil has a dark golden-yellow color, a magnificent, 
refreshing odor, and must not be confounded with the 
half-spoiled distilled oil, which is only calculated to bring 
the article into discredit. 

Oil of Linaloe.—The production of this oil in Mexico 
ge to be carried to excess. Some time ago, Mr. E 

. Holmes, of London, drew attention to the reports of 
Poisson regarding the source of linaloe. According to 
this author, the tree belongs to the Burseracez, and the 
particular species has been named Bursera Delpechiana, 
in honor of Mr. Delpech, of Mexico, who furnished the 
necessary material for making the botanical determina- 
tion. It is a tree attaining a medium height. Old 
trees are said to yield 10 to 12 per cent of ethereal oil. 
Sch. & Co. themselves, in 1873, distilled some linaloe 
wood directly imported from Guiana, and obtained more 
than 5 per cent of oil. The wood was imported in form 
of square logs, 6 to 7 meters (19 to 23 feet long), and up 
to 0.750 meters (294 inches) [?]in diameter, pointed above, 
having deep grooves cut all around, below the point, just 
as if the logs had been used as part of a stockade. It is 
2 pao that other species of Bursera [or of other genera 

elonging to the Burseracee] furnish part of the linaloe 
wood. For the present, however, this has been demon- 
strated only in the case of the species mentioned above. 

Oil of Neroli.—During the last ten years, the south of 
France has experienced a remarkable, progressive change 
of climate, strong frost and snow visiting such districts 
as had previously been nearly free from them. In con- . 
sequence thereof, the crop of orange flowers has for sev- 
eral years been decreasing. Up to the present, however, 
the price of oil of neroli has remained unaffected. 

Attempts have been made during the current year to 
distil oil of neroli in Calabria and Sicily; but, owing, no 
doubt, to careless selection of the flowers, the product 
turned out to be quite different from what is understood 
as ‘‘oil of neroli.” The experiments will be repeated next 
year with greater care. It is expected that Paragua 
will shortly send over the first instalments of oil of neroli 
produced there. 

Oil of Origanum—that is, of true origanum, or oil of 
marjoram—has hitherto been available only in the variety 
distilled from German marjoram. This oil has a greenish- 
yellow color, and is but in slight demand. Recently a 
Spanish oil of Origanum majorana has made its ap- 
pearance, which has an entirely different character and 
is quite colorless. 





*This figure no doubt includes a portion of the shipments to Germany, 
which went by way of Trieste. The figure given for Germany is too small. 
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Oil of Orris.—Some modern works contain the stat © 
ment that orris-root yields nearly 0.9 pert cent of oil- 
(50 kilos are said to yield 446 Gm.). This is positively 
contradicted by Sch. & Co., who state that the yield is 
only about 0.1 per cent, or 1 per 1,000. 

Oil of Peppermint.—Of this article, Sch. & Co. report 
as follows: The reports of the output of this year’s distil- 
lation are, as usually, diametrically opposed to each 
other. ... Our New York house, after careful con- 
sideration of the circumstances, is inclined to believe that 
the yield in New York State is, on an average, favorable. 
If the western crop has been less satisfactory, the general 
position will not be materially affected. . . . Very serious 
will be, during the present year, the competition of 
Japanese oil [this is, of course, meant as affecting the 
Kuropean, and specially the continental, market], of 
which many thousand kilos are now on hand in Europe, 
and much more expected. Even if the Japanese crop 
should be inferior, and the price should advance a few 
shillings, still the value of this oil would scarcely reach 
one-half of that of the American oil. This powerful com- 
petition is a factor which has not yet been sufficiently ap- 
preciated in the United States. The circumstance that 
the Japanese product is there [here, in the U. S.] almost 
ignored does not alter the fact, as it has already taken 
firm hold in Europe, and will gain more ground from year 
to year, provided its quality continues to improve... . 

According to detailed statistics, the quantity of liquid 
oil of peppermint exported from Yokohama in the period 
from Sacer 10th, 1886, to August 11th, 1887, amounted 
to 1,177 cases, at an average of 30 kilos (66 pounds) per 
case. Of this quantity, 1,125 cases were shipped to Eu- 
rope, and only 510 kilos (1,122 pounds) to New York. 

Oil of Petigrains.—In the official statistics of export 
from Paraguay, according to the Deutsche Handels-Ar- 
chiv, the value of oil of petigrain is given as 12 marks (ab. 
$2.88) per kilo. Sch. & Co. state that this must be a mis- 
take, as it costs about 17 or 18 marks to produceit. They 
also state that they still continue to keep in stock the ex- 
pensive French product, but that they have ceased to 
deal in the still more expensive Florida oil. 

Oil of Poplar Buds—introduced by Sch. & Co. in the 
spring of this year, has been lately in some demand for a 
kind of ‘‘ poplar pomade,” which is said to be beneficial 
to the growth of hair. 


Oil of Rose, German.—The cultivaton of roses in the 
neighborhood of Leipzig, for the purpose of the distillation 
of the oil, promises to be a success. The area under cul- 
tivation is at present about 25 Prussian ‘‘morgen” (acres), 
and this year’s crop about 2 kilos of oil and about 8,000 
kilos of rose water (prepared in the proportion of 1 kilo 
of roses to 1 kilo of water). The German oil of rose may 
safely be pronounced the finest of all commercial sorts. 
It has been found by Sch. & Co., and by Prof. Fliickiger, 
that it contains more solid stearopten than the Turkish 
oil, and that it congeals already at + 20° C. (68° F.). The 
question now arises, whether the Turkish oil, when pure, 
contains a like amount of stearopten, or whether it is 
true that a more elevated | pruaea of the place of growth 
diminishes the quantity of stearopten. 

In case the larger amount of stearopten should at any 
time incommode the perfumer, it may easily be removed 
either wholly orin part. For this purpose, the oil is com- 
pletely dissolved in lukewarm alcohol, and the solution 
filtered as soon as it begins to become cloudy. The stea- 
ropten which remains on the filter, and which is insoluble 
in cold alcohol, is then washed with alcohol, and will be 
left in a pure state and inodorous. This manipulation is 
required only when the oil is to be used for spirituous ex- 
tracts or liquids. In all other cases, the presence of the 
stearopten is rather an advantage, as it helps to fix the 
odor. 


Oil of Rosewood—is not only used in perfumery, but 
also as a bait for rabbits and rats. For the latter, how- 
ever, a mixture of 1 part of oil of rose and 20 parts of oil 
of copaiba is said to be just as effective. 

‘‘The attractiveness, for rats, of the odor of rose is abso- 
lutely comical.” 


Safrol.—In connection with their report on oil of sassa- 
fras and safrol, regarding which we have already given 
the essential facts in previous abstracts, Messrs. Sch. & 
Co. state that their output of safrol (obtained from Ja- 
panese oil of camphor) during the ensuing twelve months 
will amount to at least 120,000 kilos (264,000 pounds!). In 
this industry, the firm uses probably the largest still 
which has ever been employed for ethereal‘oils. It holds 
24,000 liters (6,340 gallons), and asingle charge of crude 
material amounts to about 18,000 kilos (ab. 39,000 pounds 
or over 17 tons). 





Preserving Eggs.—Mrs. Hardwicke, widow of the 
founder of Science Gossip, preserves eggs fresh by care- 
fully oiling them with a soft brush all over, and packing 
them in a jar with plenty of bran between each layer. A 
thick brown paper should be tied over the jar when it is 
full. ‘‘When eaten at three months old,” she says, ‘“‘ you 
could not tell them from fresh eggs.”—Pop. Sci. 
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IMPROVED APPARATUS FOR ESTIMATING 
IODINE, ETC. 


we iodine is to be estimated by eliminating it in a free 
_State, and driving its vapor over into a receiver 
containing an absorbing liquid, in which it is to be sub- 
sequently determined by trituration—as, for instance, 
when syrup of iodide of iron is to be assayed, by distilling 
it with a solution of ferric chloride—the apparatus here 
described may be used to advantage, as it reduces the risk 
of loss of iodine to a minimum. 

The flask a has a capacity of about 60 C.c., and is in- 
tended to receive the substance in which the iodine is to 
be estimated. The tube 6 is carefully ground to fit the 
neck of the flask, and ter- 
minates, with its outer end 
turned up, in a double bulb- 
tube. The lower one of 
these bulbs is oblong and of 
sufficient capacity to pre- 
vent liquid from the receiver 
c from being aspirated back 
into the flask a when the 
distillation is interrupted. 
Ate, the tube passes through 
a tight-fitting stopper, which 
also carries the safety funnel 
d, Thisis charged with only 
so much of the absorption 
liquid as is necessary to fill 
the connecting tube between the two bulbs. ’ 

When the distillation has been continued long enough, 
and no more vapors of iodine pass over into the receiver, 
the tube 6 is detached from the flask a, the stopper e re- 
moved, and both b and d carefully washed, the washings 
being added to the contents of c. These are then im- 
mediately titrated. 

The apparatus is manufactured by F. A. Kiihnlenz in 
Frauenwald (Thuringia), and may be had through dealers 
in chemical apparatus.—Pharm. Centralh. and Chem. 
Centralbl. 











NEW FORMS OF APPARATUS. 


EK PoLLAK describes several new forms of apparatus of 
e simple and practical construction. 

Fig. 1 represents an apparatus suitable for saturating 
a liquid with gas, or passing a current of gas through a 
liquid, while at the same time an upright condenser 
effects the condensation and return to the flask of the 
escaping vapors of the liquid. The condenser consists 
properly speaking only of the inner portion, correspond- 
ing to the two outlet tubes band c. The outer wall with 
its orifice a serves merely as a prolongation of the neck of 
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Fia. 1.

the flask. Any uncondensed vapor will, of course, escape 
through a. 

In Fig. 2 another upright condenser is shown, which 
has two tubulures e and d, serving for the entrance and 
exit of the condensing water, and corresponding to the 
tubes 6 and ¢ in Fig. 1. In this case, any uncondensed 
vapor will escape through the small openings f /. 

Both of these condensers may be attached to a flask by 
merely inserting them in the neck. 

Fig. 3 represents an exsiccator, which may either be 
exhausted of air, or may be filled with any desired gas. 
It has two faucets, one near the bottom of the usual con- 
struction, and another hermetically ground into the lid, 
and representing a combination of stop-cock with manom- 
eter. The capillary tube g serves for connecting with 
the air-pump or water filter-pump. The tube h is a mer- 
cury manometer, the short leg of which is closed on top. 
A short column of air is retained over the surface of the 
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mercury in the closed leg, so that the mercurial column 
may respond to the exhaustion, and indicate its rate by 
its fall or rise. When the exsiccator isto be charged with 
some gas (for instance, carbonic acid or nitrogen), this 
may be done either by displacement of the air by a 
current of the gas, or by first pumping out the air and 
then admitting the gas.—After Repert d. anal. Chem., 
No. 40. 


Estimation of Morphine. 


THE process recommended by the United States Phar- 
macopeeia for the estimation of morphine in opium, 
although one of the few processes that give reliable re- 
sults, contains, according to H. Goebel (Chem. Zeit., 1887, 
508) some faults, which the author has endeavored to 
eliminate. 

The U. S. Process (under Opium) is briefly as follows : 
7 Gm. of opium, 3 Gm. of Lime and 20 C.c. of Water are 
triturated to a uniform mixture in a mortar; 50 C.c. of 
water are then added. After half an hour, the mixture is 
filtered, 50 C.c. of filtrate (corresponding to 5 Gm. opium), 
mixed with 5 C.c. of ale. and 25 C.c. of stronger ether, 
and 3 Gm. of chloride ammonium then added. The mix- 
ture is well shaken during 4 hour, and then set aside 
for 12 hours. The ethereal solution is poured into the 
inner one of two small counterbalanced filters, placed in- 
side of each other; 10 C.c. of ether added to the contents 
of the bottle, with rotation, and this also transferred to 
the filter. The latter is then washed with 5 C.c. of ether. 
The filters are now allowed todry in the air, and then the 
residuary liquid poured on, together with as much of the 
crystals as is possible. The flask and filter are next to be 
washed with not more than 10 C.c. of water [in the ab- 
stract of Goebel’s paper before us, the author has ‘5 C.c.” 
instead of ten]. The filter is finally dried between 55° and 
60° C. [Goebel has ‘‘at 100° C.”], and weighed. 

While some of the author’s criticisms appear to be bas- 
ed upon an erroneous reading of the original, some of his 
propositions are, nevertheless, of importance, and worthy 
of attention. 

The crystals of morphineshould be soluble in one hundred 
times their weight of lime-water. The author draws at- 
tention to the following sources of error: 1st. The incom- 
plete removal of allsubstancessolubleinether. 2d. 5C.c. 
{**10 C.c.,” U. S. P.] of water are insufficient to wash both 
filter-papers and crystals, and, in consequence, the outer 
and counterpoise filter-paper contains more impurity than 
theinner. 3d. No allowanceis made for the morphine in 
the mother liquor and washings. 4th. The amount of water 
used in the exhaustion of the opium is insufficient in the 
case of opium containing fifteen per cent of morphine. 

In order, therefore, to eliminate some of these sources 
of error, the author suggests the following modifications: 
5 to 10 grammes of opium should be exhausted with 
110 C.c. of water, and 4 to 5 grammes of slaked lime 
added without filtration; after the lapse of an hour, the 
mixture is filtered, 50 C.c. of the filtrate is taken for ana- 
lysis and treated as above. 

After the first 25 C.c. of ether has been filtered off, both 
filter-paper and the alcoholic solution are washed with 
pure ether. Instead of the counterpoised filter-papers, a 
single paper is used which has been previously treated 
with dilute sulphuric acid. The mother-liquor and wash- 
ings are measured, and an allowance of 0.01 gramme mor- 
phine made for every 10 C.c. 

The filter-paper and crystals, finally, are well washed 
with water, dried at 100°, and weighed. 

The weight of the filter-paper is determined after re- 
moval of the morphine with dilute sulphuric acid and 
water. 


Estimation of Bitartrate of Potassium in Argols, etc. 


An improved method for determining the amount of 
pure bitartrate of potassium in argols or wine-lees has re- 
cently been published by F. Klein. This is not only very 
simple, but it has also the advantage that it yields results 
practically identical with those obtained on the large 
scale. In other words, while it is not absolutely sharp, 
it is probably the best method known for ascertaining 
how much pure cream of tartar may be extracted, on a 
manufacturing scale, from crude argols. The process de- 
pends upon the fact that bitartrate of potassium is very 
difficultly soluble in a solution of chloride of potassium. 
It is as follows: 

Take a quantity of the material containing between 1.8 
and 2.2 Gm. of pure cream of tartar (to be ascertained 
approximately by a preliminary trial). Boil this with 
five successive portions of distilled water, filter, and 
wash the residue on the filter with boiling distilled water, 
until the washings cease to have an acid reaction. 
Evaporate the united filtrates to 40 C.c., allow to become 
cold, then add 5 Gm. of chloride of potassium, stir 
briskly for fifteen minutes, and filter at once. Or, stir for 
ashort time only, and let stand over night. Then collect 
the precipitate on a filter, wash it with a 10% solution of 
chloride of potassium, which had previously been 


saturated, at the ordinary temperature, with pure cream 
of tartar, and finally determine the tartaric acid 
volumetrically. 
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A cream of tartar containing 99.87% of the pure bitar- 
trate, when tested by this process, yielded 99.80 and 
99.84% when the stirring was continued, as above directed, 
for fifteen minutes, and the mixture filtered at once. An- 
other sample, which was stirred only a short time and 
allowed to stand over night, yielded 99.607 on assay. 

Arthur Borntriger has determined the solubility of 
cream of tartar in solution of chloride of potassium, and, 
from the figures obtained, recommends to add for every 2 
grammes of bitartrate found by Klein’s method, the 
figure 0.033, before calculating the percentage. 

The presence of gypsum in the material to be assayed 
would render the process somewhat less exact.—After 
Rep. d. Anal. Chem., No. 39. 


A ready Method of determining Boric Acid. 


Up to within a few years ago, the exact quantitative 

determination of boric acid was not an easy matter, 
since all the available processes were apt to be defective 
under certain circumstances. Among the newer methods, 
which lead to — accuracy, that of Th. Rosenbladt 
deserves special mention. This is based upon the fact 
that the borate of methyl is volatile, and may easily be 
distilled over. . Mr. Rosenbladt’s method was further im- 
proved by Mr. Gooch, who found that boric acid can be 
volatilized with the vapors of methylic alcohol. 
_ The apparatus used by Gooch consists of a retort hold- 
ing 200 C.c., resembling a large pipette, lying on its side, 
with the two ends bent upwards at aright angle. One of 
these serves for charging the apparatus, and for this 
purpose is provided with the stop-cock and funnel-head, 
while the other end (having a bore of about 7 millimeters) 
is again curved downwards and passes, air-tight, through 
an upright condenser. The distillate is received in a 
small Erlenmeyer flask, tightly fitted to the condenser, a 
small notch being cut in the rubber stopper to establish 
communication with the outer air. The ieake acid, as it 
distils over, is absorbed by lime. The operation is con- 
ducted as follows: 

The solution containing boric acid, acidulated with 
nitric or acetic acid (it must contain no hydrochloric 
acid) is introduced through the funnel into the retort, 
and the latter then ae into a paraffin bath, previously 
heated to 130-140° C., in such a manner, that at first only 
the rear portion of the half-filled retort is immersed. 
The receiver had previously been charged with a suffi- 
cient quantity of a milk of lime, prepared by igniting a 
piece of lime in a platinum crucible to a constant weight, 
and then introducing it with a little water into the Erlen- 
meyer flask. 

In the first distillation, all the liquid in the retort is 
distilled over. Six further distillations are then per- 
formed, there being each time 10 C.c. of methylic alcohol 
added to the retort, and the distillation carried to 
dryness. . 

If nitric acid had been used, it is necessary, owing to 
the insolubility of nitrates in methylic alcohol, to inter- 
calate two extra distillations, between Nos. 3 and 4 and 
Nos. 5 and 6, with 2C.c. of water added. 

If acetic acid is used, this Vtaee sa pee is not necessary, 
but acetate of calcium should not be present in more than 
minute yaar But, as acetates are apt to become 
alkaline by repeated treating, a few drops of acetic acid 
should be added previous to the 4th distillation. 

At the close of the operation, the complete removal of 
boric acid from the contents of the retort may be easily 
sites by testing with turmeric paper. If nitric acid had 

en used, the nitrates present must first be oxidized by 
bromine and the excess of the latter removed; if acetates 
are present, the liquid should be supersaturated with 
hydrochloric acid. 

The contents of the receiver are washed into the plati- 
num crucible in which the lime had been heated, then 
evaporated, and the residue ignited and weighed. The 
increase of weight represents the boric acid. The analyt- 
ical figures given with the paper show that the method 
yields very accurate results, the latter being, in the mean, 
0.5 per cent too high.—After Zeitsch. f. Anal. Chem. 


Corn Collodion without Cannabis Indica. 


THE following combination is reported by Johannes 
Bienert to be equally effective with Gezow’s well-known 
preparation, containing cannabis indica:

[The chlorophyll is the usual commercial article, which 
is prepared from spinach and certain other vegetables by 
extraction with solution of soda (containing one-half per 
cent NaOH) and subsequent precipitation with hydro- 
chloric acid. Of course, the addition of chlorophyll in 
the above compound has no other object than to imitate 
Gezow’s corn collodion, which is green in consequence of 
containing extract of cannabis indica. As it is, therefore, 
of no therapeutic value, it had better be omitted alto- 
gether.—Ep, Am. Druae.] 
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[ORIGINAL ABSTRACT AND TRANSLATION.] 
Iodol as a Test for the Purity or Identity of Essen- 
tial Oils.* 

Mr. E. HirscHsouN, Pharm. Mag., having observed 
that oils of turpentine of different origin possessed a very 
varying solvent power for iodol, examined a large num- 
ber of essential oils, with a view to ascertain whether the 
rate of solubility of this body could be made a criterion 
as to the purity of any of these oils. His experiments 
were made with the commercial iodol, which is a body of 
undetermined purity. While he has obtained with this 
very remarkable and practically useful results, he gives 
the latter with reservation, as they may possibly turn 
out somewhat different When perfectly pure iodol is used. 

We have not the space to give a translation of the 
whole paper, but shall select the more important portions. 

_The tests were made in this way, that a weighed por- 
tion of iodol was introduced into a tube, graduated in +; 
C.c., and successive small quantities of an essential oil 
gradually added, with intermediate shaking, until a clear 
solution resulted. The experiments were made at a tem- 
perature of 15 to 18° C, :

In the case of some of these oils, the author mentions 
also results which differ from those here given, but this 
was no doubt due to the fact that the other samples ex- 
amined were those occurring in the trade. 

The oils of the orange family show a very different 
behavior among themselves, and may therefore be dis- 
tinguished from each other by this test. Thus, oil of 
Portugal (sweet orange) may easily be distinguished from 
oil of bigarade (bitter orange); and even mixtures of 
these oils may be recognized. 

The greatest solvent power is exerted by oils of the 
composite and labiate. Certain constituents exert a 
remarkable influence on the solvent power. Thus, of pure 
anethol 16 C.c. are required, and the same amount (or 
between 16 and 17 C.c.) of any pure oil of anise; an 
oil, however, from which part of the anethol has been 
extracted, will have a much greater solvent power (8 


C.c.) 
It will be seen, therefore, that this test can be put to 


practical use. 
Saccharin Preparations. 


AmonG recent preparations of saccharin we notice the 
oe announced by Allen & Hanburys, of London: 

1. Tabelle Saccharini (compressed sugarless sweet- 
eners). Contain one-fifth grain of saccharin in each. 

2. Sal Saccharini (granulated sugarless sweetener). 
Contains 50% of pure. saccharin. 

3. Elixir Saccharini (fluid sugarless sweetener). 
tains 5% of pure saccharin. 


Industrial Preparation of Oxygen. 

A RECENT number of Industries (Oct. 21st, p. 457) con- 
tains an interesting description of Brin’s process for the 
preparation of oxygen from atmospheric air, which is 
based upon the fact that barium monoxide, when heated 
to low redness, is capable of absorbing oxygen and becom- 
ing converted into ent dioxide, and that at a higher 
temperature this oxygen is again given off, and the diox- 
ide reduced to monoxide. Thisreaction, which was first 
pointed out by M. Boussingault, is a well-known one, but 
its industrial application has been hitherto hindered by 
the experience that baryta, after being used for a time, 
seemed to lose its power to absorb oxygen. Messrs. Brin 
ascertained by experiment that this failure was due to 
molecular ef physical changes caused in the baryta by 
impurities in the air and the use of a high temperature 
in decomposing the dioxide. 

In their new process, therefore, the air is submitted to a 
preliminary purification by passing it through layers of 
quicklime and caustic soda, to remove carbonic anhy- 
dride and moisture, whilst by operating in a partial va- 
cuum, the dioxide is decomposed at a temperature of 
about 800°C. Under these conditions it is found that the 
same baryta can be used indefinitely. The air is drawn 
through retorts containing baryta in lumps heated to 
about 600° C. until the gas at the outlet fails to extinguish 
a glowing match, which usually occurs in one and a half 
or two hours. 

The temperature is then raised and the action of the 
pump reversed so as to draw off the oxygen as it is 
evolved.—Pharm. Journ.

i suggestion is worthy of attention in view of 

the rapid growth of pharmaceutical legislation and 
the diversity of pharmacy laws. In publishing the text 
of any law of the nature referred to, instead of striking 
out any portion modified by subsequent amendment, in- 
close it in a strongly-marked parenthesis, with a margi- 
nal note stating when it was repealed. In the same way 
amendments should have a marginal note giving the date 
of their adoption. In this way the published text will 
show the growth of the law from the passage of the first 
act, and will greatly aid those who contemplate subse- 
quent amendment, as well as serve asa guide for phar- 
maceutical law framers in other States. 

It is generally acknowledged that there is need for some 
uniformity in the pharmacy laws adopted by the several 
States, and the adoption of the course here suggested 
would, practically, enable those who are drafting a bill for 
a new law to profit by the experience of those who have 
preceded them in such labors.

NE of the most remarkable decisions that has lately 
been given by the Treasury Department was recently 
noticed in the daily papers in a paragraph which read as 
follows: 
‘*The Treasury Department has recently granted the request 
of New York importers of drugs for permission to import oil of 
peppermint in sixteen-ounce bottles, packed in cases, and to re- 


pack the same in bond for export in twenty-one ounce bottles, to 
be put into the original outside case or package.” 


A correspondent of the New York Daily Tribune, writing 
from Lyons, N. Y. (the centre of the peppermint industry 
of this country), calls attention to the true meaning of 
this decision and the disastrous effect it is likely to have 
upon the peppermint production of this country. The 
explanation is simply this: An importer can bring Japa- 
nese peppermint oil which has been deprived of its men- 
thol to New York, remove it from its original bottles, and 
put it into bottles resembling those used in the United 
States for this purpose, label it with a fraudulent label, 
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before the 15th of January next, and all entries must be 
made before April 15th next, and be in place and in 
proper order by April 15th. 

e are informed that the British Empire has already 
subscribed for 2,300 square yards of space, and will be 
well represented.

Adulteration of Spanish Wine. 


J. A. Haut, U.S. Consular Agent at Jerez dela Fron- 
tera, writes to the department of state that large quantities 
of potato spirit are consumed in Spain in the ‘‘ fortifying ”’ 
of sherries, its cost being scarcely a third that of spirit of 
wine. Moreover, many dealers of former good standing 
consent to sell inferior wines of other localities under Jerez 
brands. The harmful effect of these practices upon the 
wine industry of the country has lead the Chambers of 
Commerce to urge the government to adopt preventive 
measures as regards the admission of the adulterant, and 
to establish laboratories at_the principal ports of shipment 
where wines may be tested and their purity guaranteed,

From experiments made by Balbianoand Tartuferi, who 
found that mercuric chloride formed a double salt with 
cocaine salts, it appears that the small quantity of this 
double salt present in the above solution does not impart 
to it any antiseptic properties, as had been assumed.

Pile Ointment.—The following combination, being a 
modification of one first published by us a number of 
years ago, has been found extremely beneficial in most 
cases of non-bleeding hemorrhoids:

Melt together the Yellow Wax, Rosin and Lard, add the 
Camphor, and stir until it is dissolved. Then cover the 
vessel, and when the contents have partially ccoled, add 
the Oleate of Morphine and Oilof Sassafras. Stir until cold. 

Action of Alkalies or Acids upon Diastase.—J. R. 
Duggan has found that when 20 parts of soda solution 
(10%) are added to 1,000,000 parts of gelatinized starch, dias- 
tase exerts upon it a much more feeble action than upon 
the same rt of pure gelatinized starch. Putting 
the action on the latter equal to 100, that upon the alka- 
line starch is only about 26. The addition of more alkali 
entirely neutralizes the action of the diastase. This is 
also greatly diminished by the addition of 3 parts of sul- 
phuric acid to 10,000 parts of gelatinized starch. The 
quantity of saccharified starch is proportional to the du- 
ration of the action of the diastase, but only in the be- 
ginning. After about one-third of the starch has been 
converted, the further change is retarded.—Zeitschr. f. 
Spiritusind. and Ding. Pol. Journ. 


Preparation of Mead.—An excellent mead, or perhaps 
better called ‘‘ metheglin,” may be prepared, according to 
the Cesky Lloyd, as follows: 

Mix 40 to 45 quarts of pure, soft or distilled water with 
10 quarts of honey, heat the mixture for about 14 hours, 
and skim it during this time. Then allow it to cool slowly, 
and transfer it to a clean cask, which must be completely 
filled with it. Leave the bung-hole open. In a cellar of 
medium temperature. fermentation will begin in about 8 
days, and iat a fortnight. As soon as the fermen- 
tation is completed, draw off the clear liquid, taking care 
that no yeast becomes mixed with it. The liquid is then 
allowed to ferment again in the same cask, previously 
cleaned, and finally it is drawn off in bottles. A finer 
aroma may be imparted to the p oduct by adding about 
a half-pint of honey to the cask, and the fermentation 
may be hastened by adding a little yeast. The product 
improves by age. : 

Adhesive Paste.—An adhesive paste of the tenacity of 
gum arabic mucilage, but much cheaper, may be produced 
as follows: 

Dissolve 400 parts of sugar in 100 parts of water, heat 
the solution to boiling, and add 100 parts of slaked lime. 
Stir well and set the vessel aside for a few days, so that 
the excess of lime may deposit. Then pour off the super- 
natant solution of saccharate of calcium, and mix with 
every 3 volumes of it, 1 volume of a hot solution of glue. 
On cooling, the mixture will remain liquid. By adding a 
little salicylic or carbolic acid to the hot mixture, the 
keeping quality of the compound will be improved,—Ph,

Dissolve the Nitrate of Silver and Gum Arabic in the 
Water of Ammonia !by agitation in a dark amber-colored 
bottle]; then incorporate the mage by trituration. 

When using it, use a quill pen, allow the writing to dry, 
then pass a hot sad-iron over it. 

If the quantity of gum arabic is increased to 25 parts, 
the ink may be spread out on a plate of glass, and a rub- 
ber stamp may then be used to apply it. When dry it is 
ironed over as in the previous case. 


No. 2,054.—-Artificial Codeine (G. B.). 

We are not aware that artificial codeine is made in this 
country. Even in Europe, where there are said to be 
several individuals or firms who have attempted to make, 
or who have actually prepared this alkaloid, no definite in- 
formation seems to be accessible at present. At all 
events, it is quite certain that, while codeine can be made 
synthetically, it has so far not been built up from the ele- 
ments or common substances, since its* ultimate compo- 
sition has not yet been made out further than that it 
is a methylderivative of morphine. And, so far as we are 
aware, the patents covering the preparation of artificial 
codeine start from morphine. The patent granted to 
Albert Knoll, of Ludwigshafen (Germ. Pat. No. 39,877), 
covers the treatment of morphine or of compounds of 
morphine with alkalies or alkaline earths, with salts of 
sulphomethylic acid, under the application of a gentle 
heat. The result is codeine. On substituting sulph- 
ethylic for sulphomethylic acid, a new derivative, name- 
ly, ethyl-morphine, is produced. 

No. 2,055.—Artificial Fruit-Ethers (R.). 

The so-called artificial fruit-ethers, being compounds 
of certain acids of the ‘‘ fatty ” series with ethyl or amy], 
cannot be made with advantage ou the small scale. It is 
advisable to purchase them ready-made from the manu- 
facturers or wholesale dealers. In general, they are pre- 
pared by distilling a mixture of the sodium salt of the 
corresponding fatty acid (butyric, valerianic, etc.) with 
alcohol and sulphuric acid. For instance, formic ether 
(ethyl formate) is prepared by mixing 8 parts of formate 
of sodium with 7 parts of 95% per cent alcohol and 11 
parts of sulphuric acid, and distilling. The product must 
then be rectified. The large manufacturers have special 
facilities for preparing the fatty acids, and as these are 
the starting points, and would probably have to be pur- 
chased ready-prepared after all, it is safe to conclude 
that it would cost you more to make the ethers yourself 
than if you were to purchase them. 

The best works on the preparation of these compounds, 
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in our judgment, are the following: Die Fabrikation der 
Aether und Gru nzen, by Dr. Th. Horatius, 8vo, Wien, 
1881, and Chemisch-technisches Universal-Receptbuch, von 
C. Hofmann, 2 vols., 8vo, Berlin, 1880-82. 


No. 2,056.—Mannite (‘‘Saccharin”). 

Mannite which has been proposed as an admixture to, 
or rather diluent of, saccharin, is a variety of sugar, 
rather widely distributed through the vegetable kingdom, 
and usually obtained-from manna. Mannite is capable of 
being fermented only under special conditions. Yeast 
will not effect this. Mannite can be obtained artificially 
by treating glucose with sodium amalgam, but it is not 
reconverted into glucose when taken internally by dia- 
betic patients. Its preparation is not difficult, but care must 
be taken to completely exclude every trace of glucose 
which accompanies mannite in natural manna. Manna 
reduces Fehling’s solution copiously, while pure mannite 
does not affect it at all. This test is therefore conclusive 
as to the presence or absence of the former. 

To prepare mannite, manna is either exhausted with 
boiling alcohol (sp. gr. about 0.890, or ab. 70% by vol.), 
and the crystals which separate on cooling once or twice 
recrystallized. Or, manna is dissolved in one-half its 
weight of water, the solution mixed with white of egg, 
raised to boiling so as to clarify it, and the solution 
filtered and allowed to crystallize. The crystals are sepa- 
rated by peeing the semiliquid mass, redissolved in 
water, and boiled with animal charcoal. On cooling the 
filtrate, nearly pure mannite is obtained in crystals. By 
another recrystallization, the substance is usually ob- 
tained in a perfectly pure state. 


No. 2,057.—** Hyocholsaeure ’?(N. Y.). 

The question is asked, Whatis ‘‘hyocholsiure”? Our 
correspondent has searched in vain in the literature ac- 
cessible to him. 

In English, the substance is ‘‘ hyocholic acid.” The bile 
of man and of animals in general contains certain acids, 
which have received names, recalling the origin of the 
former from the bile (yoA7). Human bile contains an acid 
which has received the name anthropo-cholic acid 
(CisHaeO.). The bile of horned cattle and of dogs contains 
two acids, one of them called tawro-cholic and the other 


glyco-cholic acid. Wheneither of these is boiled for some - 


hours with hydrochloric acid or with baryta, they take 
up the elements of water and are, each, decomposed into 
two new bodies, viz., tawro-cholic acid into taurin and 
cholalic acid (usually called more briefly ‘‘ cholic acid,” 
(though this term had better be reserved as for the general 
denomination of the whole series of biliary acids); and 
glyco-cholic acid into glycocol and cholalic (or cholic) acid. 
When baryta water was used to decompose the two origi- 
nal acids, the cholalic (or cholic) acid remains in combi- 
nation with barium and may be isolated therefrom. If, 
however, hydrochloric acid was used, then the decompo- 
sition extends further, and the cholalic (or cholic) acid is 
changed, by losing the elements of two molecules of water 
into dyslysin. 

The bile of hogs (Greek vs, hys) also contains these two 
acids, but both of a slightly modified form, and to distin- 

uish them from those of the ox-gall, the prefix hyo is put 

efore them; thus we have hyo-tauro-cholic acid, and hyo- 
glyco-cholic acid. And when these are decomposed in the 
same manner as just described, they yield, respectively, 
taurin and hyocholic acid, and glycocol and hyocholic 
acid. Itis probable that there are many special forms or 
modifications of the above biliary acids distributed 
through the animal kingdom. Some of them have been 
examined. For instance, the bile of geese contains a 
variety which has received the name cheno-cholic acid 
(from x7v goose). This has played a brief rdle, some years 
ago, in therapeutics. 


No. 2,058.—Test for Water in Milk (Metr.) 

The only absolutely reliable test for an excess of water 
in milk is an actual quantitative determination by drying 
a sample of the milk toa constant weight. This is now 
usually done on Adams’ coils, consisting of strips of blot- 
ting paper rolled together with interposition of a string, 
—s thoroughly exhausted by ether, etc., before being 
used. 

The next best method is by means of the lactometer, 
which is an instrument graduated so as to mark 100 de- 
grees when floating in milk of the lowest standard admis- 
sible by law at a temperature of 60° F.; the graduation 
below 100 degrees indicates at once the amount of water 
that had been added, provided the milk was originally of 
the low grade standard of 100 degrees. For instance, if 
the lactometer stands at 90 degrees, this means that, if 
the milk stood originally at 100 degrees (corresponding to 
a specific gravity of 1.029), then this particular lot is com- 
posed of 90 volumes of this milk and 10 of water. When 
the lactometer stands above 100 degrees—and under ordi- 
nary circumstances it ought always to stand more or less 
above it, because normal cow’s milk is only rarely as low 
at 1.029 sp. gr.— then the graduation may, "pram oye 
be interpreted to represent in 100 volumes of the milk, the 
amount of milk-solids contained in as many volumes of 
100 degree milk as are indicated by the mark at which 
the instrument floats. For instance, if the lactometer 
stands at 120, then the milk contains in 100 volumes an 
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amount of milk-solids equal to that contained in 120 vol- 
umes of 100 degree milk. 

There is, however, a method by which the addition of 
water to milk, under certain conditions, may be recog- 
nized chemically. This is the case, when the water used 
for adulterating the milk has been taken from wells. 
When milk is adulterated on a farm or in country towns 
where no regular water service exists, the water for all 
domestic purposes is usually taken from wells. Now 
well-water always contains more or less nitrates. And 
such water assumes a blue tint when a solution of di- 
phenylamine is added toit. The application of this test 
to milk is as follows: 

1 C.c. of solution of diphenylamine sulphate is put into 
a small porcelain dish, and a fewdrops of milk are 
dropped in. If the milk has been diluted with water. a 
blue color will gradually appear, unless the added water 
has been practically free from nitrates. The test fails 
with milk adulterated with 25% of water, when the latter 
contains 0.010 Gm. of nitric anhydride ‘per liter, but is 
successful with 5% of well water. The test may, therefore, 
be sometimes of great use in doubtful cases of milk dilu- 
tion. This is known as Herz’s test (modified by Szilasi). 


No. 2,059.—Typhoid Reaction of Urine (Ehrlich’s 
Test) (B. B.). 

Some years ago, Dr. Ehrlich announced a urinary reac- 
tion, which was reported to occur only when the body 
was affected by certain febrile diseases, such as measles, 
typhoid, typhus, and rapid phthisis, and the gradual in- 
crease or diminution of which could be used as a criterion 
for the progress of the disease. The test is stillheld to be 
reliable, so far as we know, though no investigations ap- 
pear to have been made, either as to the cause of the re- 
action or its constant reliability. 

The test requires the preparation of two test-solutions, 
namely : 

A. Solution of Sulphanilic Acid.

In cold weather, these two solutions will keep for some 
time, but it is always oaks eee to make them freshly 
when wanted for use. The mixture of hydrochloric acid 
and water for solution A may be kept always on hand. 
It will then be only necessary to measure out the required 
quantity and to saturate it with the sulphanilic acid. 

It requires about 1 part of sulphanilic acid to satu- 
rate 100 parts (by weight) of the diluted acid. 

For use, mix, by weight:

Fill a test-tube one-third full of the urine to be exam- 
ined. Then add an equal volume of the test-liquid (C). 
This will cause a yellow coloration. Then add strong 
water of ammonia to alkaline reaction (about 1-2 flui- 
drachms will suffice). This produces in normal and non- 
febrile urine a beautiful reddish color, in which, after 
standing 24 hours, a deposit of phosphates of natural light 
gray color is thrown down. 

If the urine is derived from febrile cases, suffering from 
measles, typhoid, typhus, rapid phthisis, etc., the mix- 
ture of urine and test-solution C turns darker, witha 
purplish tinge. After 24 hours, there will be a deposit of 
phosphates of an olive-green color. 


No. 2,060.—Construction of Alcohol Burner under a 
Boiler (H. W. M.). 

This subscriber writes; 

‘*Please let me know how I shall proceed to fix a steel 
pipe of 4 inch diameter, 16 inches long, to burn alcohol 
to heat a small boiler 14 inches long. I drilled holes one 
inch apart (4” diam.) and filled the pipe with asbestos. 
I allowed the asbestos to get thoroughly saturated with 
alcohol, but it will hardly burn at all, only three or four 
holes giving a flame. Asbestos was rather powdered, 
not in fibres, and loosely packed in tube. By elevating 
the end of the pipe attached to the reservoir the alcohol 
would freely flow through the pipes and set everything 
afire. As I can only use a pipe and alcohol as fuel, you 
would greatly oblige me by giving me practical direc- 
tions. 

‘*The reservoir has a cover with a small air-hole in it.” 

It is difficult to give advice in a case of this kind with- 
out actual experiments. Of course, to make the latter 
would require tools, material, and time, which are not at 
our dis . But, if we had these, we should certainly 
try the following plan, with the expectation of probable 
success. 

Drill the holes in the pipe sufficiently large to permit 
the insertion of metallic wick-holders. For this purpose 
ordinary gas-burners, with the tips removed, or filed off, 
may be used. Instead of drilling holes in the pipe, you 
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may use one or more so-called branch-tees, the outlets of 


which may be suitably reduced by bushings so as to fit 
the burners to be inserted. Then we would procure in- 
combustible asbestos wick, and, having passed a bunch 
through each burner, sufficiently long to reach to the 
bottom of the tube, we would screw the burnersin. The 
asbestos wick must be firm enough to ihe alcohol 
from being forced upwards too rapidly by pressure, but 
must not be too firm, as this may interfere with the capil- 
lary attraction. The reservoir may then be connected with 
the pipe, but we should place a stop-cock between the 
two, which we should regulate so as to admit only alco- 
hol enough to keep the lower half of the tube filled. 
Under these circumstances we would expect success. 

Instead of using a stop-cock for ea emmy. | the flow of 
alcohol, which always involves more or less doubt, as the 
eye cannot watch the process in the interior of the 
metallic pipe, the well-known constant-level arrange- 
ment now mee A fitted to water-baths may be used. 
This may be attached to the tube at a sufficient distance 
from the burners to prevent ignition of the alcohol. Ifa 
screen or wall could separate the burner-tube and the 
reservoir with level, so much the better. The inflow of 
aicohol into the ‘‘level” may be easily regulated, and, if 
necessary, watched by the eye, and the overflow of alco- 
hol collected in a second reservoir. Evaporation of alco- 
hol from the open end of the level could be easily pre- 
vented by a glass cap. 


No. 2,061.—Diastase (Ptyalin) (Richmond). 

There are several manufacturers who make ‘‘ Diastase” 
for sale. Recently we had occasion to test the quality of 
this commercial product, as we intended to employ it in 
the preparation of the Pulvis Pepsini Compositus of the 
Draft of the National Formulary. 

The commercial diastase is said to be prepared by a 
process formulated after the following method given by 
Payen for obtaining pure diastase: perfectly clean bar- 
ley is malted, and when the sprouts have attained the 
size of the original seeds the malt is dried in a current of 
air at a temperature not exceeding 50°C. The sprouts 
are then removed, the seeds powdered and macerated 
with two volumes of water at 30° C. for one or two hours. 
The solution is quickly filtered off, then cautiously heated 
to 70° C. so as to coagulate the albumin. The filtrate is 
then precipitated with alcohol, the precipitate spread 
upon plates and dried at a low temperature in vacuo. 

Diastase is very easily rendered inert by various 
causes. According to Dubrunfaut, even drying alone 
seriously affects its efficacy. Mineral acids likewise 
neutralize this. Hence it does not seem proper to ad- 
minister it in combination with hydrochloric or other 
mineral acids. But, even if this were not objectionable, 
the main difficulty lies in this, that there does not seem 
to be any commercial diastase which is worthy of the 
name. e examined several kinds in the following 
manner: 

10 Gm. of starch was mixed with 100 C.c. of water; 
the mixture heated until the starch was gelatinized, and 
the jelly diluted with water to 1,000 C.c. Of this solution, 
portions of 300, 200, 100, 50 and 25 C.c., representing, re- 
spectively, 3, 2, 1, 0.5,and 0.25 Gm. of starch, were placed 
into separate vials, and to each were added 4 C.c. ofa 
solution prepared from 0.5 Gm. of ‘‘ diastase” and 1000 
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C.c. of water. The relation of the amount of diastase to 
the several samples of starch will be seen from the follow- 
ing table:

The several flasks were then placed in a hot-air closet 
and kept at a temperature of about 54°C. (130° F.) for 
half an hour. At the end of this time, no change was 
noticeable in any of the flasks, and the iodine reaction 
was in each case still as prominent as it had been before 
the experiment. 

The flasks were then replaced in the hot-air closet, and 
the temperature raised to and maintained at 60-62° C. (140- 
144° F.), for it is known that the action of diastase upon 
starch is most energetic between 60° and 75°C. The con- 
tents of the flasks were tested from time totime. To flask 
No. 5 there were, besides, added 20 milligrammes of the 
diastase in substance. At the end of eight hours, the 
contents of the latter flask ceased to give a blue reaction 
with iodine, the color produced by this reagent being a 

ale reddish-brown. All the other flasks still gave the 
lue iodide of starch reaction. 

The result shows that the diastase was almost inert. 
On repeating the experiment with another original vial 
of diastase, the same result was obtained. Weare, there- 
fore, decidedly of the opinion that the supposed efficacy 
of the commercial diastase is a delusion, and that its 
— in any commercial digestive powder is useless. 

oreover, diastase is so easily rendered inert by the 
presence of alkalies or acids, that we place little de- 
pendence upon it in an artificially prepared mixture 
intended to have digestive effects.

THE PRINCIPLES OF THEORETICAL CHEM- 
ISTRY, with Special Reference to the 
Constitution of Chemical Com- 
pounds. By Ira REemMsEN, Professor 
of Chemistry in the Johns Hopkins 
University.

A country hotel proprietor, who 
had, according to The Scientific Am- 
erican, advertised for city boarders, 
was astonished the other day at re- 
ceiving a letter from a New York gen- 
tleman asking him to send him sam- 
ples of his drinking water for analy- 
sis. It was a wise precaution on the 
yn of the man seeking a summer 
nome, for a great deal of sickness 
arises from contaminated water; and 
if every one seeking country board 
for their family would make similar 
investigation respecting the sanitary 
condition of the places they are in- 
clined to occupy, a twofold benefit 
would be the result-—sickness in his 
own family would likely be avoided, 
and the boarding-house keeper would 
be necessitated to put his premises in 
cleanly condition. 


Whence our Great Fortunes. 


When Commodore Vanderbilt be- 
gan the railroad business, in 1863, the 
railroads of the country had not 
emerged from the character in which 
they were originally conceived—they 
were improved turnpikes chiefly for 
local business. Rivalry with the canal 
for transportation of heavy articles 
was hardly thought of. Theshipment 
of freight for any great distance was 
a matter of no small expense, delay, 
and risk. In short, the present rail- 
road system of the country, by which 
Dakota exchanges her wheat, pro- 
duced at an expense of about thirty 
cents a bushel (instead of about sixty- 
five in New York), for Eastern manu- 
factures, produced under equally ad- 
vantageous circumstances, was yet 
embryonic. In the transformation of 
local lines into highly organized and 
éfticient systems, which give the pub- 
lic much better service at much less 
cost, two men were ——s conspic- 
uous, Cornelius anderbilt and 
Thomas A. Scott. More discerning 
than the rest, these men saw the need 
and the possibility of improvement, 
and organized the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania systems. The ulti- 
mate result is well known. Rates 
from Chicago to New York in 1868 
were from five to ten times as high as 
at present, and the service given was 
in every way inferior to that now fur- 
nished. But this in itself is a compar- 
atively trifling matter. Without the 
cheap transportation thus furnished, 
the world would be without the major 
part of the rich product now annually 
pouring from Texas, Kansas, Dakota, 
and the rest of our inland territory. 
The earnings of every man in the 
United States and England have thus 
been increased. Even the Eastern 
farmer has been benefited, paradoxical 
as it may seem; for Mr. Atkinson has 
shown that the value of the product 
of Massachusetts’ farms has been 
greatly increased by the fact that the 
farmer has no longer to raise his own 
cereals, but can devote his entire farm 
to perishable fruits, etc., which bring 
high prices. Large as were the gains 
to the great corporations thus organ- 
ized, and to Mr. Vanderbilt and his 
compeers, they were almost infinitesi- 
mal when compared with the gains of 
the public. 

This is the outline of the history of 
the Vanderbilt fortune. The sub- 
stance of itis, that his organizing and 
‘constructive ability enabled him to 
offer a great boon tothe public, and 
he succeeded in securing a share of 
the result of hislabor—a much smaller 
proportionate share than the laborer 
ordinarily receives. His reward was 
based on the value of his services, and 
not on his expenses. Similarly with 
other branches of business, the manu- 
facturer and merchant most prompt 
in meeting the new economic condi- 
tions myer 8 competitors, and the 
public were benefited, notwithstand- 
ing the discomfiture of the less effi- 
cient.—Popular Science Monthly.

Sorghum Sugar. 


The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture is conducting experimentsin mak- 
ing sugar from sorghum by the diffu- 
sion process. At one of the places 
where the work is going on, Fort Scott, 
Kan., the Commissioner has just paid 
a visit and is delighted with the re- 
sults obtained. The new process dis- 
penses entirely with the costly and 
ponderous mills and steam engines, 
and uses a farsimpler and less expen- 
sive method by which all the saccha- 
rine matter is obtained, while by the 
former method from 30 to 40 per cent, 
on the average, of the juice is left in 
the cane after passing through the 
mill. It is called the diffusion or satu- 
ration process. The cane is cut into 
chips and passed into a battery of 
twelve cells, each holding a ton of 
chips. Hot water is then applied, 
which rapidly exhausts the saccharine 
matter, and so thoroughly that 
there is hardly a trace of it left. 
‘he Commissioner said : 

‘‘No flouring mill is more surely 
turning out its quota of flour than is 
the Parkinson Sugar Works, at Fort 
Scott, Kansas, turning out its quota of 
sugar to-day, and sugar of the best 
quality, polarizing 98.9. The mill is 
capable of working up every twenty- 
four hours 150 tons of cane, making 
therefore 18,000 pounds of sugar or 
more. From the first swinging in 
the centrifugals, from 100 to 115 
pounds of sugar per ton of cane 
was obtained, and about 20 pounds 
more are expected from the second 
swinging. A yield of from 10 to 15 
tons of cane per acre was being secur- 
ed, which would produce, by this new 
process, from 1,200 to 1,500 ponnds 
of sugar. This sugar is worth by the 
car load there 54 cents per pound. Nor 
is this all. To every ton of cane, aside 
from the sugar in it, there are some 
ten or twelve gallons of molasses, and 
also the seed raised upon the cane, 
amounting to twenty-five bushels per 
acre, and just as good for feeding all 
kinds of stock as Indian corn. Indeed, 
the seed, it is estimated, will pay for 
raising the cane, which is a merit pos- 
sessed by no other sugar plant.” 

The Commissioner says that the de- 
partment is also conducting experi- 
ments at Rio Grande, N. J., with the 
same process, and that a telegram 
from the superintendent says that the 
first acre of cane will yield about 1,100 
pounds of crystallized sugar. The 

ield is not quite as large in New 

ersey, as the soil is not so rich. 
The Commissioner adds: ‘‘ The results 
of these experiments upon the country 
will, I believe, be most beneficial. Our 
nation is paying $100,000,000 annually 
to thesugar producers of other coun- 
tries,and if,we have demonstrated that 
we can profitably produce sugar on 
our farms, it isa matter of the highest 
importance to the country. It will 
not only keep this money at home, but 
will save to our people $50,000,000 an- 
nually in customs duties. 

‘IT cannot see why our people 
should not go tomaking sugar. A com- 
plete sugar factory will cost about as 
much asa flouring mill, and can be run 
at great profit, according to the present 
experiments. Farmersare glad to raise 
the cane at $2 per ton, and at that it 
pays better than other farm produce. 
The annual consumption of sugar per 
capita is about forty pounds. Our 
population is doubling about every 
twenty years. At the end of the next 
twenty years we will be paying at least 
$200,000,000 for sugar per year. This 
money we can keep at home and dis- 
tribute among our own people. Ilook 
upon these experiments as important 
to this country as the invention of the 
cotton gin. They have demonstrated 
that we have a sugar plant that can 
be grown and converted profitably in- 
to sugar south of the 39 parallel (out

Labelling Glass-Ware. 


The following formula has_ been 
recommended for sticking labels to 
glass: Select three or four pieces of 
gum tragacanth, about the size of a 
coffee berry, and place ina two-ounce, 
wide-mouthed bottle; then pour over 
it acetic acid so as to barely cover the 
gum, and place the bottle aside until 
the next day, by which time the gum 
will have absorbed the fluid and be- 
come very much swollen. Now add 
water, stir well, and in a day or two 
a semi-transparent jelly will be the 
result. A drop or two of ninety-five- 
per-cent solution of carbolic acid 
should then be added, and it will keep 
indefinitely. 





I was asking an old druggist recent- 
ly what had become of the patent 
medicine men who advertised their 
wares so extensively forty years ago. 
There was old Doctor Jacob Town- 
send’s Sarsaparilla, Madame Zadoc 
Porter's Balsam, Brandreth’s Pills, 
and others whom I have forgotten.

Danger in Corks. 


Seeing the greatinterest your paper 
takes in the welfare of the public in 
regard to the purity of its food and 
drinkables, I respectfully call your at- 
tention to an abuse against which 
every sensible beiag should protest, 
and which really should be taken into 
consideration by the Board of Health. 
I mean the second-hand cork busi- 
ness. These corks, after lying for 
weeks around in bar-rooms, covered 
with bad-smelling and fermenting 
vegetations, are sold to dealers who 
subject them to a kind of bleaching 
process, run them through a smooth- 
ing-machine, and sell them to bottlers, 
weiss-beer brewers, and others, for use 
again. A cork may be never so well 
cleaned, but the internal fissures in it 
always retain some of the vegetables 
referred to, and communicate its 
ravaging properties to the liquids 
they are used to preserve. Such uses 
should be prohibited under any cir- 
cumstances.—Analyst.

Certain early English patents which I 
have examined describe the same practice. 
Indeed the specification itself states that 
the sugar is applied in the same way as is

Mercury. 


There are only four localities where 
mercury or quicksilver is found in 
abundance. These are California, 
Austria, Almaden in Spain, and Peru. 
The mines in this latter place were 
discovered in a very curious manner. 
Cinnabar,the soft and reddish rock of 
which mercury forms a part, when 
ground very fine serves as a beautiful 
red paint. The Indians used this to 
adorn their bodies. This caused the 
country where they were living to be 
examined for cinnabar. The Romans 
had used it for hundreds of years in 
the decoration of their images. It 
is of great value now, in our times, 
and we call it vermilion. The other 
part of the rock is composed partly of 
sulphur. The cinnabar is crushed and 
exposed to heat. In the meantime, 
mercury in form of vapor passes into 
a vessel framed for that purpose, 
where it cools. After being reduced 
to this liquid state it is pure, and is in 
condition to use. In this form it is 
used largely to separate the metal 
from the rocks to which they adhere. 
The rock having been crushed, the 
material is passed through a screen, 
and is washed to obtain all the gold 
and silver possible. Quicksilver is 
then placed in it, which appears to be 
abso at once, and as it takes up or 
moves with the metal in the, ore, this 
metal is a rated from the sand or 
crushed rock. If gold is the metal to 
be amalgamated, a yellowish-wbite 
amalgam will be found. This is heat- 
ed in retorts, and the mercury or 
quicksilver disappears, leaving the 
gold. Although mercury isso useful 
in many ways, it is also poisoncus, its 
vapor being dangerous to inhdle. It 
is not many years since the mines in 
Austria took fire. poisoning 1300 labor- 
ers, many of whom eventually died.

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Errors of Nomenclature. 


In the carly days of chemistry there 
was no definite system of _nomen- 
clature; but each discoverer of a new 
substance applied such names as his 
fancy dictated, or were suggested by 
some fanciful resemblance, which,’in 
the light of modern knowledge, often 
seems ludicrously inappropriate. 

Thus, oil of vitriol is not in any 
sense an oil; neither, strictly speak- 
ing, is oil of turpentine, or even kero- 
sene. Copperas isa salt of iron, and 
contains no copes Butter of tin or 
antimony only slightly resembles but- 
ter in appearance. Salts of lemon 
is the highly poisonous oxalic acid, 
and its unfortunate name has caused 
many fatal accidents. Carbolic acid 
is not an acid at all, but allied to the 
alcohols. What is sometimes known 
as cobalt does not contain any of that 
metal, but is metallic arsenic. Seid- 
litz powders have nothing to do with 
the waters of the famous mineral 
spring. Soda-water does not. contain 
a particle of soda, nor sulphuric ether 
any sulphur. 

ugar of lead contains no sugar, nor 
has cream of tartar anything to do 
with the lacteal secretion of the cow. 
The same may be said of milk of lime. 
The word ‘‘ oxygen” means the acid- 
former; but, according to the new 
chemistry, not oxygen, but hydrogen, 
is the element indispensable to the 
composition of anacid. German-silver 
contains no silver, and black-lead no 
lead. Mosaic gold is asulphide of tin, 
and has no gold in its composition, nor 
is it used in the manufacture of mo- 
saics. Putty-powder, an oxide of tin, 
is not to be found in any ordinary 
kind of putty. 

In pe departments of science 
similar errors are not uncommon. The 
rocks of the azoic (no-life) age are now 
found to contain fossils. The mineral 
pyroxene occurs in igneous rocks; 
while its name, derived from the 
Greek, means ‘‘a stranger to fire.” 
Platinum is from the Spanish, mean- 
ing ‘‘little silver,” but, as is well 
known, has no relation to that metal. 
Reaumur’s porcelain is not porcelain 
at all, but a peculiar kind of glass. 
Jerusalem artichokes are not arti- 
chokes, neither do they come from 
Jerusalem. The camelopard or giraffe, 
has no relation to either of the ani- 
mals from which his name is com- 
pounded. Shell-fish are not fish, but 
mollusks. The civet-cat is not a cat, 
and the sea-horse is very far removed 
from the land animal from which it 
takes its name. 

This list might be extended indefi- 
nitely; but the examples given will 
show that names as well as appear- 
ances are deceitful, and that,the na- 
ture of a thing cannot always be ac- 
curately predicted from its usual 
appellation. 

o the unprofessional reader, certain 
names of organic chemical compounds 
might be considered as ‘errors of 
nomenclature.” When a term like 
methylprotocatchuicaldehyde is ne- 
cessary to describe the odoriferous 
principle of the vanilla-plant, it cer- 
tainly seems as if it was a rather 
drawn-out appellation; butin this and 
similar cases the entire chemical rela- 
tions of the substance are indicated to 
the chemist by such a term, and the 
number of organic compounds is so 
large that it would be impossible to 
find short and appropriate names for 
them all. When the compound, like 
the one referred to above, is of any 
practical use, a shorter one is easily 
devisedvanillin being the common 
name in this case; bub for the innu- 
merable substances which are of in- 
terest only to the chemist, these 
polysyllabic atrocities are almost in- 
dispensable, dnd convey information 
regarding their nature which could be 
briefly stated in no other way.— Pop.

When the church was built, funds 
were very scarce, and many small 
economies were practised. e€ con- 
gregation on first occupying their 
place of worship found that it was un- 
comfortably damp. The ‘fact wes 
mentioned to one of its members, who 


| said: ‘* 111 tell you how to remedy 


that. Go into my cellar and you will 
find enough champagne bottles to 
to build a drain with. They are often 
used for that purpose in England, and 
when once laid they will last forever, 
if not allowed to choke up.” The bot- 
tles were secured, the bottoms deftly 
knocked off,and the necks’ abbrevi- 
ated in length. Then, by placing the 
neck of one bottle in the bottom of 
another, and so on, a drain was con- 
structed which has kept the little 
church ‘extra dry ” ever since. 





The longest street-car line in the 
world is in Argentine Republic, South 
America, and it will also be the only 
line in the world to run sleeping-cars 
for the accommodation of its patrons. 
The road has 200 miles of tracks con- 
necting a number of towns in the 
vicinity of Buenos Ayres, and its equip- 
ment has been supplied by a Philadel- 
Horses are used 
as motive power instead of steam, be- 
cause fuel is dear, horses cheap, and 
the people are slow. Two tons of cval 
will buy a horse and harness. The 
sleeping-cars are a curiosity. They 
are four in number, eighteen feet in 
length, and are furnished with four 
berths each, which are made to roll up 
when notin use. The cars are fur- 
nished with lavatories, water-coolers, 
linen presses and other conveniences, 
and are finished throughout with 
mahogany. The other cars are four 
double-decked open cars, twenty plat- 
form cars, twenty gondola cars, six 
refrigerator cars, four poultry cars, 
furnished with coops, eight cattle cars, 
two derrick cars for lifting heavy 
material, and: two hundred box cars. 
They are ready for shipment, and will 
be sent to their destination in a few 
days. 





The use of alum to clear muddy wa- 
ter has long been known, but Prof. 
Leeds, in the course of an investiga- 
tion on an outbreak of typhoid fever 
at Mount Holly, N. J., discovered an- 
other value in its use which may be 
very important. He found that the 
water which was supplied to the inhab- 
itants of Mount Holly was swarming 
with bacteria, about fifteen drops be- 
ing capable of forming 8,100. colonies 
of these microscopic germs when 
spread upon a suitable surface. He 
tried the experiment of adding a mi- 
nute amount of alum to this water in 
the proportion of only half a grain to 
a gallon, and found that not only 
was the dirt and coloring matter pre- 
cipitated, but that instead of the same 
quantity of water containing 8,100 eol- 
onies of bacteria, it contained only 80, 
and these were all of alargeform. On 
filtering the water through two thick- 
nesses of filtering paper he found that 
the filtered water contained no bacte- 
ria, but was ‘‘as sterile as if it had 
been subject to prolonged boiling.” 
This amount of alum is too small to 
be evident to thetaste, and is not 
harmful to health. If his observations 
shall remain unrefued, they may 
form a valuable method of purifying 
polluted drinking water.

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THE ANTROPHOR, 


A new contrivance to convey medicaments into cavi- 
ties or canals heretofore not, or only imperfectly, ac- 
cessible to topical treatment. 


Dr. Paul Francke, of Chemnitz, Saxony, has invented an instrument which he calls ‘“‘Antrophor,” 
(carrier into cavity), which consists of a spiral tube formed by a closely wound coil of wire, to one end 
of which is fastened a small rivet with a hemispherical head, while the other end bears a ring to serve as a 
handle. These are both neatly soldered in position. Having no core, this spiral tube possesses great 
elasticity and pliability, yet will stand very firm when pushed straight. These tubes orskeletons are coated 
with a@'tin film of shellac¢ t6 protect them’ from oxidation or the action of the chemicals used in the meédic- 
amentS. Toa solution of gelatine and glycerine in such proportion that its melting point is 82° is added 
two per cent of carbolic acid to secure aseptic condition, and finally the medical agents in various doses 
suitable to the cases to be treated. 

In this composition the skeletons are dipped at a temperature of 86°; then they are suspended by the 
small handle, becoming hard by cooling. These operations are repeated till they have taken the requisite 
amount of material, While suspended in a vertical position a drop-shape swelling is produced. In order to 
prevent the finished antrophors from adhering together, they are dusted with talcum, which must be washed 
off with cold water before application. 

The pliability of the instrument permits it to enter all, even tortuous or choked-up channels, and to 
accommodate itself to varied shapes, whereby the antrophor is enabled to remain in place for a period of ten 
to thirty minutes, so that the medicated preparation may liquefy slowly and remain in close contact with the 
diseased walls of cavities, canals, fistulz, etc. 

The Antrophor is most useful in all forms and stages of gonorrhcea. 

During the last few years many physicians have spoken against the old method of treatment of this 
important disease by means of injections, and several new methods have been proposed, all to the main 
purpose to.bring the medicament into the deep urethra, and to retain it there for a longer period of time. 

¢ 4 Thus we have the medicated gelatinous bougies, or pencils, but these lack firmness when certain 
obstructions by pus or swelling have to be overcome, or when deviations have to be passed. 

Tin sounds covered with a stiff mass, a nitrate of silver ointment, have been introduced by Unna, 
but they are only serviceable in certain cases, and then only in combination with injections. 

A very ingenious invention is the open wire bougie of Dr. M. Vail; this is to keep the urethral walls 
apart and by some combination to retain injected fluid for any desired length of time. 

Dr. O. D. Ball applies zinc ointment into the deep urethra by means of olive pointed bougies; Dr. 
Casper grooved sounds charged with nitrate of silver ointment. 

All these and perhaps many-other similar contrivances may serve under certain circumstances in 
some special cases of acute or chronic gonorrhcea. In the above described Antrophor of Dr. Paul Francke, 
however, we possess now a means of applying with facility, certainty and lasting effect medicaments to the 
diseased membrane of the urethra, in all forms and stages of inflammation. 

The Antrophor, if the medicaments are properly selected and if no caustic effect is desired, can be 
applied without causing the least irritation to the walls of either urethra or any other channel, cavity, 
fistula, gun or stab wound. In all these cases the Antrophor acts as a most valuable sound, preferable to 
any other in many respects. 

Concerning the use of the Antrophor in intra-uterine treatment, Professor Winckel, of Munich, says: 
“This new method to have medicaments act on the inner surface of the uterus is a clever invention, and 
very commendable. Injections are not retained long enough, pencils break off too easily, powder pro- 
jected into the uterine cavity acts too unequally. Of all these drawbacks the Antrophor is free. Where 
coagulation of the secretion exists, a number of Antrophors are applied in succession, and the action of the 
medicament directly on the mucous membrane can thus’be secured even under these circumstances. Asa 
special advantage of the Antrophor I wish to mention its pliability, by means of which its adaption to the 
inner surface can be secured in every direction, as also introduction up to the fundus.”

A New Rust Dissolver. 


It is very difficult and often impos- 
sible to detach the rust covering iron 
objects. They can beeasily and com- 
pletely cleaned by immersing them in 
an almost saturated solution of chlor- 
ide of tin for a length of time varying 
with the depth of the rust between 
twelve and twenty-four hours. On 
taking out the objects rinse them in 
water, then inammonia, and dry them 
roa The above treatment gives 
iron the appearance of unpolished 
silver, and if necessary must be fol- 
lowed by a little rubbing and polish- 
ing to bring back the normal surface. 
We believe the process has numerous 
applications and is destined to render 
great service.— Moniteur Ind. 





Bottlers are not, asarule, sufficient- 
ly careful in seeing that their bottles 
are dry and clean. It would surprise 
many to find how long it takes for a 
newly washed bottle to become abso- 
lutely dry, even in hot weather, and 
how long afterwards it has been set to 
drain, drops of water will be found 
adhering to its inner surface, the rea- 
son, of course, being that there is no 
circulation of air inside the bottle. If 
a tube is inserted to the bottom, and 
the mouth being applied to it, the air 
in the bottle is sucked out, thus caus- 
ing fresh dry mec we air to rush 
in, it will be quickly found that all 
signs of moisture wil Shanneon, We 
imagine this idea might be turned to 
practical use by makers of bottlers’ 
machinery. There is no doubt that 
damp bottles are very injurious to the 
contents placed in them in more ways 
than one.—Australian Brewers’ Jour.

The Purification of Water. 

It is well known that suspended 
matter (both coarse and fine) which is 
frequently the cause of much of the 
deleterious effects of drinking water, 
may be rapidly carried down by 
forming a dense precipitate in the 
liquid, which, as it sinks to the bot- 
tom, takes with it the substance al- 
luded to (including bacteria). Prof. 
Dobroslavine, of St. Petersburg, ad- 
vises as a good precipitating agent a 
solution of perchloride of iron fol- 
lowed by a solution of carbonate of 
soda. Simple and devoid of inberent 
novelty (says the Lancet) as the sug- 
gestion is, it is very sensible. Trans- 
lated into English weights and mea- 
sures, the quantities used are about 
three grains of perchloride of iron and 
four grains of soda crystal per gallon 
of water. The precipitate is said to 
settle in about forty-five minutes and 
to leave the water perfectly clear. 
The quantity of carbonate of soda is 
not sufficient for the complete decom- 
position of the iron salt, but would 
convert it into a beavy, insoluble, 
basic chloride, which would doubtless 
settle easily.
